hazardous matter when not prop­ 
erly cared for. 
Germs have three avenues of ap­ 
proach to these important organs. 
They may pass upward through 
the bladder from outside the body. 
They may oe carried to the kid­ 
neys through the blood stream or 
they may be carried in the tissue 
fluid or lymph, through the lymph­ 
atic channels from nearby organs, 
If infection occurs in the kid­ 
neys the usual course of events is 
for it to pass downward into the 
bladder through the ureters which 
are the tubes which connect the 
kidneys with the bladder. 
The part of the kidney where 
the urine collects before it pastes 
out of the body is known as the 
pelvis of the kidney. 
If the pelvis becomes infected, 
the kidney itself also is affected. 
If the infection is mild, complete 
healing may take place without 
any damaging after-effects. 
Severe Infection 
However, if the infection is 
more severe, scarring of the kid­ 
ney frequently occurs.

Symptoms of Disease 
When a person has pyelone­ 
phritis, he has such symptoms as 
pain in the back and abdomen, 
frequent emptying of the bladder, 
pain on emptying of the bladder, 
and burning. Other symptoms 
which may be present are chilla, 
fever, and prostration. 
Just what treatment will be 
used for pyelonephritis will de­ 
pend on the type of germ which is 
causing the trouble. For this rea­ 
son, the physician will culture the 
urine to determine the type of 
germ present. Then he can tell 
which of the wonder-working new 
drugs to employ. 
For example, for the strepto­ 
coccus, penicillin will be used. The 
sulfonamide drugs are employed 
in oth**r types of infection while a 
preparation known as mandelie 
acid is usually employed for the 
colon bacillus infections. 
Because of the importance of 
the kidneys to the health of the 
whole body, anything which af­ 
fects their ability to carry on their 
work is deserving of immediate 
attention and prompt treatment 
by the doctor.

"HONOR THY tether and thy 
mother, that thy days may be 
long in the land which the Lord 
thy God give th thee." Bo reads 
Exodus 20 12 
Since th# end of th* war, juven­ 
ile dellquency has been a tremen- 
deus problem of the whole United 
St*te*~~*nd other countries, too. 
What is wrong ? Th* homes of the 
nations 
are 
suspect. 
Broken 
homes, hemes where mothers w ork 
sway and therefor* cannot give 
proper attention to their grow*, 
ing children. Homes where par­ 
ents 
are 
interested 
in 
other 
things than the training of their 
children in law-abiding ways. All 
these are partly to blame. 
How can children brought up rn 
homes such aa these "honor" their 
fathers and mothers? Instead they 
often despise and resent them and 
blame their faults en them 
Such pa rents are. of course, in 
the minority. If wa look about us 
at our friends, their friends, the 
people we know in our churches 
clubs, etc., we see conscientious 
parents doing their best to bring 
up their children in God-fesring 
ways. But there are far too many 
of the other sort, and everyone— 
including the parents—suffer be­ 
cause of this state of affairs. 
Parents Have Responsibilities 
With so much brutality and 
hatred engendered tn the world, 
parents have a tremendous re* 
spcnaibility for the morals of the 
cerning generation. On the hope­ 
ful side is the fact that many 
more parents are interested in and 
are studying child training from 
experts and trying to understand 
and help their children to take 
their placet as good Christian dll- 
tens. 
We have recently had In our 
lesson the story of Jesus and Hia 
parents going to Jerusalem tor 
the Passover, and Jesus being 
found by His father and mother 
in the temple talking with the 
priests. The only part, therefore, 
that we will mention here, ie the 
fact that He returned to Nazareth 
with His people, and submitted 
Himself to them thereafter. 
"And Jesus increased in wisdom 
and stature, and in favor with God 


and man ” This is the only story 
we nave concerning Jesus' child­ 
hood and only Luke tells it. But it 
suggest* that He was an obedient 
child. He had brothers and sisters, 
you know, but there must have 
been love, obedience and happiness 
in that home. 
Jesus compares the good tether 
with the fsthership of God when 
He asks. "What man ta there of 
you. whom if his son ask bread, 
win he give him a atone? Or lf he 
•ak a fish, will he give him a aer- 
pent?” How much more, then, will 
God. our loving heavenly Father, 
give us. His children, good things 
if we earnestly ask Him? 
Jesus Rebukes the Pharisees 
Jesus rebuked the Pharisees 
snd "certain of the scribes' when 
they complained that the disci­ 
ples did not wash their hands be­ 
fore eating in the ceremonious 
w'*y of the Jews, or rh* cups and 
pots and brazen vessel*. He called 
them hypocrites who observed the 
iettei cf the law. but when It 
came to taking care of thetr old 
parents they resorted to tricks. A 
man could say to hts needy par­ 
ents that such a property was 
“Corban.” a gift to the Lord. and 
still could take profits from it for 
his own use snd be free of caring 
for his parents. “Ye reject the 
commandment of God, that ye 
may keep your own tradition," Ha 
told them 
In a letter to the Ephesians, 
written from Rome. Paul repeats 
the instruction, of honoring and 
obeying parents, and adds to it. 
"Children," he says. obey your 
parents in the Lord, for this la 
right. 
"Honor thy tether snd mother; 
which is the first commandment 
with promise.” The promise Is 
that they shall live long In th# 
land that the Lord their God gave 
them. Then Paul writes, “And ye, 
tethers, provoke not your children 
to wrath: but bring them up in 
the nurture and admonition ta the 
Lord.” 
AU parents make mistakes, of 
ecurse, they are too indulgent and 
then too strict. They lose their 
tempers just as we aU do, and ara 
net always wise. But tbs good par­ 
ent doe* try to control Ma own 
nature, to be Just, understanding 
and loving to his child. He tries 
not only by words of rebuke, 
dbunsel and advice, but by hia 
example, to teach them lh* way 
they ahould live. Such a par­ 
ent should be honored all hia days, 
and after he has passed on ha Is 
never forgotten. 8uch parent* try 
to live as God, their Father, would 
have them, and their children 
"rise up and cai) them bi eased."
